AST Night, being®Mon, e Fourth Inſtant, about a quarter paſt 
Nine, Dr. Clench went Johy's Coftee-Houſe in Fullers-Rents, to 
- , his late dwelling-Houſe in Brown*Jow Street ; where he had not been 
long, before a Meſſenger came.to defire him to come to Two Gen- 
lemen,: who were at the Devil Tavern near Temple-Bar, .in order to YVilit a Pet- 
Þn of conſiderable Acceunt, who was dangerouſly ill; upon which he imme- 
Lately went with the ſaid Meſſenger, not ordering his Coach or Coachman to At- 
end him, but being come to the Gentlemen, at the aforeſaid Tavern, they per- 
wade him to take Coach with them, in order to go to this Patient near Wh ze 
happel ; upon which they paid theiv Reckoning, and called a Coach to the 
Tavern Door; but in their way, between Temple-Bar, and Leader - Hall - Street, 
heſe two Perſons (after.the Tarks manner ) moſt Barbarouſly Murthered the - 
DoRor, by Strangling him ; now coming near Leadex-Hall-Marker, they called 
ut to the Coachman to ſtop, and gave him Three-Shillings, Six pence, and bid 
im ſtep into the Marker, and Buy the beſt Capo he could light on ; the Coach- 
an innocently takes the Money, and goes into the Market. according to Di- 
ion; but he was no ſooner gone, but the Two  Ruffins made their Eſcape, 
nd the {aid Coachman returning ſpon after, with | the Poxlterer, bringing 
'ith them ſeveral Fowls for the Gentlemen to take their © choice, -but they 
were no ſooner come to the Coach ſide, but they found the door of it open, 
he two Gentlemen gone, and (to their great ſurpriſe) the 'Dottor alone lying 
Jead in the Coach ; upon which ſoon atter, - the Dottors body being brought 
» his ewn Houſe, in Brown-low-ſtreet in Hoſbourn, Conſtables and Watchmen 
vere ſent out into ſeveral Parts, in fearch of the Murtherers ; but as yet no 
\ccount can be learnt of th&m ©; what induc'd theſe Barbarous Homecides to 
ommit this Fa& is not yet known ; tho* its thought it may be an 1nveterate 
alice, and Revenge ; not unlike That of Eſquire Thyzy. The Dottor was a very 
Worthy, Honeſt, and Charitable Gentleman ; and is very much lamented by all 
hat knew him. - | 
OW, for the Hainouſneſs of this Sin of Marther, T ſuppole none can be 
ignorant, that it is of the deepeſt Die, a moſt Loud crying Sin. 
This we may ſee in the firſt ACt of this kind that ever was Com- 
mitted, Abels blood cryeth from the earth, Gen, 4. 10. Yea, the Guilt 
f this Sin is {uch, that it. leaves even a ſtain upon the Land where it 1s com- 
litted, fuch as is not to be waſhed out, but by the Blood of the Murtherer, 
| appears, Dewt. 19. 12, 13. TheLand cannot be Purged of Blood, but by ' the 
lood of him that ſhed it ; and therefore, though in other caſes, the flying to 
the Altar ſecured a Man, yet in this of W:/lfu/ Murther, no ſuch Refuge was 
lowed ; but ſuch a one was to be taken thence, and delivered up to. Juſtice, 
Exod. 21. 14. Thou ſhalt take him from the Altar, that he may die. And _ it is 
farther obſervable, that the only two Receipts which the Scripture mentions, 
as given to Noah after the Flood, were-both in Relation to this ſin ; that of 
not eating blood, Ger. 9. 4- being a Ceremony to .beget in Men a greater 
dorrour 'of this ſin of Murther, and ſo intended for the preventing of it. The . 
other was for the puniſhment- of it. Ger. 9g. 6. He that ſheddeth man's blood, by 
men ſhall his blood be ſhed; and the reaſon of this Rricktneſs -.is added in _ the
